distinguished performance 

The sound system in the Kodak Pageant Sound Projector 
is completely transistorized. There are no tubes to burn out. 
None to interrupt your showings. None to take time 
warming up while your audience waits. None to hiss and 
crackle as they age. The Pageant Projector has the same 
kind of relied-upon circuitry used in space satellites. 

And the sound you hear is the purest that can be recorded 
on 16mm film. At low volumes, at peak volumes, 
this projector speaks clearly and with authority 
the instant you push a button. 

Need a public address system? Well, this projector’s sound 
system functions as one for “live” voice announcements, 
narration, or recorded material. Do you show movies in 
king-sized auditoriums? You can if you have Kodak’s 
auxiliary twin speakers. 

The picture your audience sees is rock-steady. It’s brilliant, 
yet has no eye-fatiguing “hot spots.” Image brightness is 
uniform from corner to corner and from corner to center. 
And thanks to an efficient shutter design, the picture is 
fully visible in hard-to-darken rooms. 

Everything considered, this is the projector that really 
does its job , . . flawlessly, while staying quietly 
in the background.

Like the sea, there’s a certain agelessness about the 
components in the Pageant Projector’s sound 
system. Ageless transistors. Ageless solar cell. 
Even the sound exciter lamp should last the life of 
the projector. This is the sound system you should 
never have to fix. And because mechanical parts 
which are subject to wear cost so little to replace, 
maintenance costs are negligible. 


Many of the schools who use Pageant Projectors 
in their daily film programs have told us that the 
savings on maintenance alone have enabled them to 
expand their audiovisual program material or 
purchase additional pieces of equipment without 
increasing their original AV budget. 


Another important point: This projector actually 
protects your film. Its gears, sprockets and idler 
wheels never jerk the film, even on start-up. 

No stationary part ever touches the area of the 
film that contains the picture or sound track, 
so your films will last longer. 


You see, value — total value— was one of Kodak’s 
primary goals in designing the Pageant Projector. 
The others, of course, were to provide operational 
simplicity and fail-safe performance.
